. THE last century and o half millions of 
“cathe vards of the soil of Egypt have been 
maved and sifted, thousands of its native 

population howe worked their lifetimes in its 
Scttvtaite of “digs,” and hundreds of ships 
have sailed from it horbors, loden with antiq- 
uities for the onseums und private collections 
af the five continents. | 

Yet today “the old mine” shows tot the 
slightest, simm of being exhausted, The rec- 
ards af the last 20 years of excavation are 
brighter than those of any previous period in 
the annals.of Egyptian exploration. 

On November 4, 1022, one of the Earl of 
Carnarvon’s workinen, under the direction of 
Hewnrd Carter, uncovered in the Valley af the 
Tombs of the Kings at Thebes the uppermost 
of a fight of rock-cut steps leading down into 
the iniaet and fabulously rich tomb of hing 
Tait“ankh-Amin.* 

Eight years were required to clear the tomb 
fits magnificent contents, During this time 
as mony 0s 400 persons a day—well-to-do 
Europeans nnd Americans—stood im line in 
the broiling heat of the roval valley for the 
privilege of peeping fur two minutes into the 
half-empty sarcephagus chamber, 

“King Tut” beaune « name familiar from 
Bering Strait to Timbuktu. To this day 
his much publicived “curse” is. resurrected 
whenever one of the severa) thousund visitors 
to his tomb cies of old age or similarly sus- 
pichous cuunes. | 

Tit‘ankh-Amiin's treasures were still pour- 
ime out of his tom when, in February, 1925, 
Der. George A, Relener, head of the Harvard

Boston Museum expedition at El Giza (page 
430), uncovered beside the Great Pyramid the 
tomb of the mother of its builder, Queen 
Hetep-heres, wife of the great Snefru, founder 
of the Fourth Dynasty (2680-2560 n, ¢,, 
pages 433 omd 443). 

Though the queen's beautiful alabaster 
sarcophagus was empty, her pold-mounted 
carrying chair and ber canopy, bed, armchair, 
and jewel caskets, covered with finely chased 
gold, must be classed among the handsomest 
objects the valley of the Nile has ever yielded. 

Meanwhile, at Sakkareh (Saqqara), 20 miles 
douth, Cecil M_ Firth, working for the Egyp- 
lian sovernment, hod begun to clear the huge 
and amazing architectural complex surround- 
ing the step pyramid of King Djoser of the 
Third Dynasty. Here the visitor, wandermg 
about the enclosure of this earliest of free- 
standing stone structures, may see the grace

He was a material- 
ist, not given to deep 
speculative. thourht, 
ind was onable either 
to evolve or bo express 
a purely abstract ideu, 
His profession and his 
titural talent for hard 
work made him per- 
haps the most indus- 
triows of all the peaples 
the earth has known, 

Although he invented 
virtually nothing, 
the uses to which he 
ipplied the inventions 
of others permitted him 
to maintain a dominant 
position among the na- 
tions of the ancient 
work! for more than 
Lhree thoitsand con- 
secutive years, anc to 
achiewe a civilization 
which in many respects 
has remained un- 
eyined until modern 
Limes. 

His outstanding 
practical aswt was his 
amazing talent for or- 
maniza lion, a talent ox- 
hibited primarily in the 
orderly ond efficient 
marshaling. of man- 
power and materials, 
and in the careful ad- 
ministration of the af- 
fairs of the home, the 
town, and the state. 

The pvrimids are the 
result of this talent— 
and not of the Egyp- 


tlan’s mechanical 
genius. Actually, his 
mechanical devices 


were very few and very 
crude, and remained 
ag during the whole of 
his dynastic history. 
The dynastic Egyptian, 
for example, never 
knew the pullew or the 
block and tackle, and 
never developed them, 
although he employed 
ropes extensively, 
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The Egyptiin'’s chief 
personal vVirties hive 
always been his essen- 
tial gentleness; his 
devation ta family, 
friends, king, and gods: 
his tolerance: his utter 
lack of snobbishness: 
and his hearty setise of 
fuera, 

He has been, to be 
cure, at times Meozical 
and incensistent in his 
beliefs and thought 
Processes, UTIMquisitive, 
ridiculously conserva- 
tive, highly stipersti- 
tious, recent ly Petty, 
and, when threatened 
by danger, likely te te- 
come panicky and vin- 
dictive and to indulee 
In outhursts of childish 
cruelty. 


Ancient Egyptian Not 
Werd but Human 
On the whole, hew- 

ever, his good qualities 
hove outweiehed this 
faulis, Ti mot the most 
brilliant, be Was Cer:

His greatest contri- 
bution to the world’s

King Djoser and the Wise I-em-horep Usher in 
the Old Kingdom 


Tyres the relens of the 18 kings 
D af the Ist and Vind Dynasties 
the development of the newly united 
nation was rapid, When, about 2780 
a. ¢., Djoser, the Memphite, came to 
the throne a4 the first king of the 
Ted Dynasty, the Egyptians already 
possessed the political unl administra. 
tive organization, the material equip- 
rent, and the cultural backround 
requisite to the inauguration of that 
great em which we koow os the 
Old Kingdon. 


It was Djoser’s chief counselor, the 


sage J-em-hotep, who, by his granli- 
ose achievements in architecture: ani 
the allied arts and sciences, reaped 
the fruits of the preceding centunes 
of development: and, in doing se, 
established the standards anil con 
ventions which from now on governed 
Egyptian life, culture, and art 

Thourh the king was evidently oa 
stromz pnd able ruler, bis fame has 
been almost completely overshacowed 
by that of I-em-hotep, a man rTe- 
nowned from his own day to this a 
an architect, a physician, a priest, a 
magician, a writer, and a maker of 
proverbs. Twenty-five hundred years 
after his death “he had become a god 
of medicine, in whom the Greeks who 
called him Emouthes, recognized their 
own Asklepios.” 

Lem-holep’s outstanding accom 
lishment as an architect is the step 
pyramid and extensive funerary com- 
plex which be built for Doser at 
Sakkireh (Saqqira) sowth of omord- 


ay 


em Cairo amd near the ancient capital 
citv of Memphis. The poyramid, the 
earliest free-standing stone structure 
known, towers 190 feet above the 
desert plateau and is surrounded an 
all four sides by a vast walled en- 
closure, containing an elaborate group 
of shrines, storehouses, altars, cotirts, 
cateways and secondary tombs—a 
veritable city in itself, planned and 
executed os a single unit and built 
throughout of fine white limestone 
from the nearby Muqattam Hills. 

These remarkable buildings, exca: 
vated in recent years by the Egyptian 
rovernment’s expedition at Sakkareh. 
are replicas Instone of thedight wood, 
reed, and brick structures of earlier 
times; their columns, roofs, cornices, 
a) walls preserving every stroctural 
and ornamental detail of the primi- 
tive and traditional house and temple 
(aT ITtS; 

On page 440 we stand with the king 
and his architect on the east girdle 
wall at Sakkdreh and gaze across the 
court of the 4e4 sed, or roval jubilee 
festival, at the pyramid (page 427}, 

The striped linen cover of Djoser’s 
Tissive wig, is one of numerous hence- 
forth traditional forms of headdress 
worn by the kings of Egypt. His 
artificial beard, another of the com- 
mon insignia of kingship, derives from 
the smaller but genuine chin beards 
affected by the earliest’ Phuraohs 
(nige 438), T-em-hotep wears the 
leopard-skin uniform proper lo one 
af his many offices—that of priest. 
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The Egyptian Seribe and His Equipment 


Sue career of “scribe” in ancient 
Egypt was as exacting In [ts re- 
quirements us: il was honorable and 
profitable in its rewards: A young 
man fortunate enough to have passed 
through the great school of <cribes al 
Memphis or, later, at Thebes was ex- 
pected net only to te oble te rend, 
write, and draw with «skill approach- 
ing perfection but also to have a 
thorough knowledge of the Linvuage, 
literature, and history of his country. 
Furthermwire be must be well verse! 
in tmithematics, bookkeeping. low, 
management and maintenance of per- 
sonnel, general administrative proce- 
dure, and even such subjects as me- 
chanics, surveving, and architectural 
design. 

Once a man had qualified as a 
scribe, he automatically became a 
member of the echucated official class, 
This status exempted him from mental 
labor of any sort, and he could rise 
through aseries of recognined stages 
to the very highest offices in the lund. 

The ‘serie of page 451, seated 
with his fellows in the chancellery 
of a great-estate of the Vth Dynasty, 
is engaged in making an inventory of 
his lord's linen supply. He is assisted 
in the tusk by a fat unider-treasurer, 
who ix reading aff te him the distin- 
fiuishing marks written on o corner of 
each sheet. 

The writer sits cross-leoved, mak- 


ing thé tightly stretched front of his: 


linen kilt serve asa desk. He writes 
from right to leit in a fine “heruc” 
hand, using a-slentler brush compaser 
of a reed with a carefulky fraved and 
trimmed tip.

To the cing on the end of the palette 
ik ittached a pointed piece of rag or 
olher substaner, which serves as at 
eraser, Next to this is the hard stone 
slab and grinder for pulverizing the 
pigment. 

The scribes bronae basin, contiin- 
ing the water for mixing his pigments. 
rests on the leather trunk, in which 


he keeps his rolls of fresh papyrus. 


The small inscribed] cvlinder, “sus 
pended from his neck, bears his mins- 
ters name, and jis used for sealing 
(loguments, cases of goods, and other 
items pertaining to the estate, 

Linén cloth, os we have seen, was 
woven in Egypt from remote prehis- 
toric times: Usually of excellent 
quality. it varied in texture from a 
voarse burlap-like cloth te the finest, 
woecsamer combric Ordinarily the 
cloth was woven in long sheets, dor 
bolts, finished at one end with a Teng 
fringe, and having a selvage edge and 
short selvage fringe along the sides. 

In addittun to weavers’ marks, 
wiiten inte the fabric, the sheets were 
often marked at one corner with ao 
short ink inscription, giving the name 
of the foclivicdual, estate, or eovern- 
ment department ta which they be- 
longed. The latter taarks wre stoilor 
in appearunce and, to some extent, 
in purpose to the modern laundry 
marks. Dated sheets, found «on 
mummies, have been voluable aids te 
researchers who have sought to recon 
struct some of the more obscure pe- 
riods. in Egyptian history.

6 THE second year of the reign of 
King Pepy IT af the VIth Dynasty 
4caravan led by Prince Har-khai, 
Lord of Elephantine and Governor of 
the South, reached the First Cataract 
of the Nile, having journeyed far to 
the south to the distant country of 
Yom. [t had returned with a rich 
cargo of gold, ostrich feathers, ebony 
logs, panther skins, ivery, and, last 
but not least, a dancing pigmy from 
Central Africa. as a gilt to the 
pharaoh, 

Since “the Lord of the Two Lands, 
the King of Upper and Lower Egypt, 
Nefer-ka-Ré@, the Son of Re, Peppy" 
was eight wears old -at the time, he 
wis considéerality more elated over the 
pivmy than be was over the material 
addition to the national treasury, 
When Efor-khoft was abaut to boar 
ship for the journey down the Nile tw 
Memphis, he received a long and ex- 
cited letter from his king, orging hin 
to take every precaution to see that 
the little creature acrived safely. 

“When he gots down with thee into 
the vessel.” wrote Pepy, “appoint ex- 
cellent people who shall be besice him 


on each side of the vessel lest 
he fall into the water. When he sleeps

her nephew, King Amen-em-hét ITT. 
As a favored relative of three great 
Pliaraohs, this petite ancl loulitless 
chorming woman was well provided 
for, Whenvin February, 1913, the ex- 
pedition of the British School of Ar- 
chacology in Egypt cleared ber tomb 
beside the pyramid of her father at El 
Lahiin, they found in it a treasure of 
aewelry and other fetninine equip- 
ment, which in beauty of design and 
tefimoment of execution has remained 
unsorpassed io the present day. 

In our portrait we have caught the 
princess “making up’ her eyes with 


black cosmetic contained in a small 


wold-riunted jar of pwlished ob- 
sidian, and applied with a slinder 
ebony stick, Her silver mirror has 
a hundle of obsidinn, mounted with 
gold, electrum, carnelian, lapis lazull, 
and green piste, and adorned with 
vole faces of the goddess Hat-Hor. 

Sit-Hathor-Yinet's jewelry is of 
gold, electrum, and silver, “molded 
an! chase! with microscopic ac- 
cumey” and conningly mlaid with

net. The beads In ber necklaces, 
virdles, and bracelets are of amethyst, 
turquoise, lapis, carnelinn, and gold.

alahaster, antl two others of obsidian, 
neinted with gale. 

With this attractive representative 
ef one of the greatest and most luxur- 
ious phases of Exvpt’s history we take 
our wave of “the Older Period", 

Aided by our yuintines, we have 
course] Jightly through some 11 mil- 
lenniumsof homan development, 1,200 
years of which fall within the period 
of recorded history. We haw seen 
the Reyptian as a shagey hunter of 
the Old Stone Age, roaming the gravel 
terraces of an incredibly ancient Nile. 
We have followed him throvwgh his 
long formative stage tochis first high 
point in the Pyramid Age of the Old 
Kinucbhoen. 

We have seen him falter ot the enil 
of this period and rise again to new 
cultural and artistic heights in the 
Middle Kingdom. Beyond the stage 
represented by the ultra-sophisticatedl 
lody of El Lahin it would seem impos. 
sible for him to go. 

We have, however, not yet reached 
what many students tegard as the 
full bloom of Egyptian culture—the 
New Kingdom. To this we tum in 
ihe second part of this article. 
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: ITH the passing of the NITth 

\\ Dynasty in 1788 B. c. the Middle 

Kingdom, the second great period of 
Eevptian history, cume to an end. 

During the reigns of the feeble kings of the 
MIMth Dynasty of Thebes and those af the 
apparently contemporary XIVth Dynasty 
of Nois in the Delta, political, economic, 
amd cultural conditions in the country 
weot from bad to worse, About [740 8. ¢. 
Egypt was subjected for the frst time in its 
recorded! history to the indignity of a foreien 
overlordship. 

The northern part of the country was seteeed 
by the princes of an Asintic people, ot group 
of peoples, known to us as the Hyksos. From 
their fortified capital at Avaris in the north- 
enst Delta, these foreigners ruled the whole of 
Lower Egypt and exacted tribute from the na- 
tive rulers of the south, 


The Hyksos Introduce the Morse 

Since many of the important changes in the 
life ancl culture of the Egyptians of the New 
Kinvdom, as contrasted with those of the Old 
and Middle Kingdoms, can be attributed, 

either directly or indirectly, to their contact 
with the Hyksik, Tt ewill be useful te sunminiarize 
briefly what litte we know of this intensely 
interesting peaple. 

The nome “Hyksos” appears to have been 
derived from the title Actaw bhasit, “Princes 
of the Uplands,” applied by the Favptians 
to the sheikhs, or tribal leaders; of these 
foreigners. 

Traces of the Hyksos occur In Feypt as 
early. as 1900 pm: c., and their seizure of the 
country in the late 18th Century n. ¢. Seems 
to have been the result of the rise to potitical 
power of a foreign element long resident in the 
land, rather than of a sudden invasion from 
without. 

The origin and race of the Hyksas are still 
unsolved problems, but it is clear that they 
were hosically of Semitic stock ond that they 
filtered into Eevpt from Palestine, which for 
arVera) centuries was their home, or at least 
their base of operations. ‘They were both war- 
like and highly civilieed, expert metallurgists, 
makers of fine pottery, and builders of well 
planned anid efficiently fortified towns. 

They were the first people with whom the 
Eevptions came in close contact who knew ane 
used the horse, and they were undoubtedly 
responsible for the intreduction of this enor- 
mowshy important animal into Kaypt. 

For more than a cenit ury (wo stiocessive lines 
of Hyksos kings, the XVth and NVIth Dy- 
nasties, exercised wuthority over the country; 
with only mild resistance from their viseals, 
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the Fevetian roilers of Thebes. Shortly before 
1600 B. c., however, the weak XMitth Dy- 
nasty having given place in Upper Egypt te 
the mich more virorous NVITth Dynasty.

In the time of the Hvksos king Apapy I 
the Theban Seken-en-R& Tao TT was skiin 
ina battle against the foreigners, the crushed 
head and mutilated baiv of lis mummy at- 
testing the violence of his death, 

Tafo's elder son, King Wailj-kEheper-Re 
Ka-most was more successful, Rallying his 
vaciating henchmen, he besieged and cap- 
tured the hostile town of Neferisi in Middle 
Egypt and inflicted several other serious re 
verses on the My ksos armies. 

Ka-most's younger brother ant] successor, 
King Nebpehty-R@ A‘b-mosé, finished the job, 
destroying Avaris after a long selge ane driv- 
ing the Hyksos buck into Palestine, There 
for some years He continued to harry them 
and sack their towns, 

Thus, with A’b-mosé 1, the founder of the 
AXVIUth Dvmusty, Egy in 1580 4. c. once 
more became an independent and powerful 
nation and embarked upon those centuries of 
vlorions achievement and high civiliantion 
which we know as the New Kingdom. 

Egypt Becomes a Great Empire 

The considerable plunder which A'h-most 
| brought back from his raids on the Hy ksns 
cities in Palestine aroused in the Egyptions 2 
lust for conquest, Kecent vears of practice 
in the art of war and the possession of a well 
urmed, well trained and highly mobile army 
now enabled them to gratify this desire. 

No longer content with simply policing 
their nerthern and southern boundaries, the 
kings of the AWIth Damnasty campaigned 
iurther and farther inte both Asia and Africa. 
At the death of Ath-mosé’s great-preat-grand- 
son, Thut-mosé 111, Krypt controlled and 
levied tribute on an empire which stretched 
southward to the Fourth Cataract of the Nile 
and northward ta the farther shore of the 
Euphrates: 

In addition to the vast wealth in shaves, 
animals, raw materials, and finished articles, 
an immense supply of gold poured inte the 
Nile Valley. Tt was drawn as tribute from 
provinces and vassal states and extracted in 
a steady stream from the rich and constantly 
workil roval mines in Nubia, 

Gold now became the outstanding medium 
af barter, By controlling the bulk of the gale 
supply of the then known world, Egypt was 
abhe for centuries to bold. the balance of power 
among the nations of the Near East and to

Even more influential than these materia] 
riches in molding the character of the New

Pharaoh Ra-mesé an opportunity to 
return to his capital and enjoy o brief 
reunion with his fimily, Awainst a 
hackerivunel formed by the Nile and, 
in the distance, the well known cliffs 
of western Thebes, we find the warrior 
king discussing with his younger 
brother, Prince Ath-mosé, omd his 
grandmother, Queen Teti-shen, the 
merits of a team of horses, destined 
for the royal stables, 

The Egyptians, thanks to the ex- 
ample set them by the enemy, had 
recently begun to import these hither- 
toa unknown animals from Asia andl to 
use. them with epoch-making result= 
in the newly inaugurated charint divi- 
sion of the urmy—a branch, which 
throwth ats toobility and its «deadly

Our portrait of King Ka-mosé ts 
taken from his manshaped coffin, 
unearthed at Thebes in (837. The 
elements of the ormlet which the 
Pharadh wears on his right snm—a 
cartouch? flunked by 4 pair of -srmall 
wold lians—were foun] among the 
wrappings of his badly decayed 
mummy. A poniard with a silver 
handle of the old lenticular portmiel 
type was tied on the bet arm of the 
mummy in Nubian tishion, 

The dagger actually shown in Mr. 
Herget’s painting, alse the property 
of Ka-mosé, is of Hyksos design, as 
is also the bronze war axe which the 
king holds in his right hand, ‘The 


most interesting of Ka-nese's wea- 
pons is his twehanded sword, Its 
bronze blade inscrllved with the lecine’s 
names til tithes, its handle delicately 
inlaid in gold. 

The weapons and jewelry worn by 
Prince A‘h-mnosé wre the most famous 
products of Egyptian minor art of 
the early New Kingdom. With the 
exception of the inlaid silver diadem, 
all are fram the burial of Ath-mosé's 
mother, Queen Ath-hotpe, discovered 
at Thebes in February, 1859. 

The axe, of copper with a cedar 
hamile, is completely overlaid with 
gold and electrum, the blade adorned 
with designs inlaid in carnelian, tur- 
quoise enamel, and lapis lazuli. 

The figure of the gritfm appearing 
on the blade is a Helladie motif, bor- 
rowed directly from, the island of 
Crete, with which Egypt at this time 
maintained! che an frienily rela- 
tions, There is, indeed, some evi- 
dence of a militery alliance between 
the two nations, directed! against thelr 
common enemy, the Hyksas, 

Teti-sheri—" Little Teti —we know 
chiefly from o statue in the British 
Museum, which represents her, not 
ae we see her in the company of ler 
distinguished grandsons, but as a frag- 
ile, charming girl, newly married to 
their grandfather, Prince Ta'o L 

Dhuring her lene lite Queen Teti- 
sheri played an important role in the 
varying fortunes of her hushand, sons, 
and grandsons, and, revered and be- 
loved, “lived to see “Thebes trans- 
formed trom a litth provincial court 
Into the capital of a great empire.”

At Home with the Average Egyptian and His

SW general aecount of ancient 
Aigens is, of neoeseity, largely 
tiken up with the splendor of its 
rulers, the wealth of its great officials, 
and, at the opposite end of the scale, 
the simple poverty of its: peasants. 
Thus we are prone to formet that, 
as in every great country, there existed 
at all times in the Nile Valley a large 
and, for the most part, well-to-do 
middle class—good, solid citinens, in- 
dividually of neo particular impor- 
tance, but, collectively, the backbone 
of the mathon. 

Two such people appear on page 
4990, The man is, let we say, a clerk 
in a branch of the royal treasury, his 
wife o singer in the temple choir of 
Amun. Their clothes, their few or- 
ticks of jewelty, and the furnishings 
of their home, though hardly magnifi- 
cent, are of good quality, 

In addition to their house anil 
cmal] garden thee probably own ‘a 
littl: farmland, on which they pay 
the required taxes. Inds tikely that 
mit of their modest living expenses 
they hove saved-enough to send their 
son to The school of scribessat Thebes 
and so assure hin af respectable and 
well paid employment when he comes 
af age, 

Just now the couple are amusing 
themselves with one of their must 
prized possessions—a vame-bonx af 
cetlar, inlaid with punels of blue fai- 
enée, The top anid bottom of the 
hoy, CHITY the squared lay-owts, or 


“beards,” for the two most popular 
Egyptian draughts games, the game 
Gf Séenit on the top, the game of 
Tshau (“Robbers”) on the underside. 

The faience playing pioces, which 


are the same for both games, were 


kept, when not in ise. in the drawer 
in the end of the box. The set of 
four carved wands was used in place 
of knuckle-bones or dice, the way in 
which they fell, crossed, or pointed, 
when cast by o plaver, determining 
the moves that plaver was allowed to 
make, 

The game in progress, Senit, was 
played on a board of thirty squares, 
the squares laid out in three rows 
of ten. Certain key squares ure in- 
scribed as being advantageuus of dis- 
advantageous to the player landing 
on them, | 

Six pieces (usnally conical or spxwal 
shaped) were weecl by each player, the 
object of the game being, not to tuke 
the opponent's pieces, but, apoarenthy,

inte its third century, Egvpt, im- 
bued with Asigtice ideas and Asiatic 
blood, which now flowed even in the 
veins of the royal family, turned 
momentarily from its old traditions 
and its old gods, arid set up o new 
religion devoted exchisively to the 
worship of the vital force enanating 
from the disk of the sun, “the living 
Aten,” 

Simpler and tnote general in its 
appeal than the ald Amin cult, which 
it attempted to replace, this mon- 
otheistic solar religion concerned it- 
self mot at all with morality, but 
placed its emphasis on “harmony,” 
joy of living, love of nature, intel- 
lectus! liberty, individualism and 
spontaneity. ‘Hrief_as was its exist- 

ence, its effect on Egyptian life, and 
particularly on Eeyptian art, endured 
for many centuries after the “heresy” 
itself had heen forgotten. 

The chief exponent of the worship 
of the Aten was King Amen-hotpe 
IT's effeminate son, Amen-hotpe TV, 
whe came to the throne of Eeypt im 
1375 a,c. For four vears this sensi- 
tive idealist ruled at Thebes, pn 
then, accompanied by his beautiful 
wile, Queen Nefret-itv, and a large 
group of devoted courtiers, withdrew 
ta the quiet isolation of Tell e-(Am- 
arneh (EF) "Amiitna), same to hun- 


dred miles down the Nile, where he 


caused to be built for himself and fer 
his: god a wonderful new: city, ruamed 
Akhet-Aten, “Florizon-of-Aten,” 

Here, having changed his own name 
to Adh-en-Aten ("Spinit-of-Aten’), 
the pharaoh dreamed away the re- 
thiaining fifteen years of his reign, 
while the empire of ‘his fathers, ig- 
nored and forgotten, fell slowly to 
nieces and disorder, and lawlissness 
overran the land of Faryyt.

| rule by the high priests of Amin 
who composed the AXIst [ynasty, 
the throne of Egypt was seized by a 
Libyan soldier, named Sheshonk. 
This pharaoh, the Biblical Shishak, 
was responsible for the sack of Jeru- 
salem in 930 8. ¢ and the building of 
the first pylon and forecourt at El 
Karnak a few Vears later, 

His dvnasty, the XXNIInd, ruled 
x minimum of 200 years, but ite later 
kings exercised only local authority: in 
the north, the rest of the country 
having been taken over by the Ethio- 
pian kings of Napata, The same con- 
ditions prevailed during the short, 
feeble XXUIrd und AXAIVth Dhy- 
Tastes. . an 

The pharaohs of the Ethiopian 
XAVth Dynasty passed most of the 
years 712-663 p. c. trying vainly to 
defend Egypt against the Assyrians, 
who invated and ravaged the north- 
rm part of the country almost at will, 

In our plate an Ethiopian queen of 
Eeypt,. Amun-dvek-het, whose hus- 
band, the pharaoh Taharka, has aban- 
doned her and the rest of his family, 
stands before her Assyrian captor. 
The gtieen’s crown is surmounted by 
the double plume, the lunar disk, and 
the cow's homes of the goddess Hat- 
Hor. The seckloce with bronze 
counterpaise, held in Amun-dirk- 
het's right hand, i& her insinia as 
priestess of Hat-Hor, 

When, at the end of this period, 
more important wars with Babylon 
and Elam had diverted the main force 
of the Assyrians from Eeypt, Psam- 
metik, an Egyptian prince of the 
Delta city of Sais, drove out their 
remaining garrisons and established 
i new native dynasty, the AXVIth. 

Ljuring the ““Saite Period,” so inau- 
wurated, Egypt took on a new Jease

on life, Though its holdings tn Serin 
and Palestine were lost bo Neluehad- 
nexzar of Babylon, the country itself 
was not invaded, and for 138 years 
enjoyed some peace and prosperity. 

Trade was re-established with the 
rest of the eastern Mediterranean 
world and niutunlly beneficial rela- 
tions were entered into with the ris- 
ing country of Greece. Art, using as 
its models the outstanding woes of 
byeone eras, enjovel a splendid 
revival, many of the artistic produc: 
tions of the Salte period ranking with 
the best that Feypt has to offer, 

The final blow to Egyptian in- 
dependence was, however, not long in 
coming. In 323 n, ¢. the ANVIth 
Dynasty fell before the onslanghts of 
King Cambyses of Persia, and Feypt 
became a Tersian province, It re 
maine) so until, with the rest of the 
Near East, it was conquered by Alex- 
ander the Great of Macedon, 

At Alexanders death in 332 n. c. 
a Macedonian general named Ptolemy 
was appolnted governor af Egypt: 
incl for almnst 300 veara the country 
was ruled by his descendants — 

The last of the Piolemies was Cles- 
patra VI. Tromtcally enough, the 
Geek woman his come tis le ther best 
known “Egyptian” queen in history, 

After her the Romans ruled Egypt 
for nearly 500 years, Then the Mus- 
lems conquered it. Since a. pv. 659, 
Fevpt bas been a key state in the Mio- 
hanimedan woarkl, From t3l7 to P9719

The bombing of the rural areas gets little 
prelilicity because the damage, when cimage 
is dane, is <oread qut.
